Is it 
not appalling to think that we spend for 
drink every year something like six times 
the cost of the Panama canal?

We 
spend for drink more than three times as 
much as we spend for education. 
The annual appropriations of the fed- 
eral government are a little leas than

BRITISH SHIPS 
TRAP RAIDER; 
RESCUE CREW 


Five Minute Battle 
in Pacific, 


ESCAPED IN ONE FIGHT, 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
LONDON, March 15.—The admiralty 
office, which this afternoom announced 
that the German cruiser Dresden had 
been sunk, gave out tonight the details 
regarding the fate of this vessel—eister 
ship of the Emden—which has been 
sought for three months by warships of 
tlie allies. 
The sinking of the bn was ac 
complighed by the British warships Glas- 
gow and Kent and the converted cruiser 
Orama near Juan Fernandes island, in 
the Pacific, 400 miles off the Chilean 
coast. 

After five minutes’ fighting the Dres- 
den’s colors were hauled down. The 
ship had been set on fire, ite magazine 
exploded, and the vessel sank. 

The 320 members of the crew, inclad- 
ing fifteen badly wounded, were saved. 
‘None of the Britich ships was damaged 
and there /were no casualties among 
their crews. 


ESCAPED FALKLANDS BATTLE. 
The Dresden was the only German 
vessel which escaped in the battle near 
the Falkland islands in the South At 
lantic in December, when the Scharn- 
horst, Gniesenau, Leipzig, and Nura- 
berg were destroyed. 

The sinking of the Dresden aeg at 

large on the high seas, 60 far as ie 
known, only the cruiser Karlsruhe, last 
reported as operating in the West In- 
dies, and the auxiliary cruiser Kron- 
pring Wilhelm, which. is raiding com- 
merce in the South Atlantic. 
The Dresden was a sister ship of 
the famous Emden, which was sunk 
on Nov. 10 off Cocos island, in the Indian 
océan, by the Australian cruiser Sydney 
after an adventurous career. 


STATEMENT BY ADMIRALTY. 
The statement made by the admiralty 
thie evening regarding the Dresden fol- 


lows: 


On the 14th of March, at 9 a. m., 
H. M. S. Glasgow, Capt. John Luce, 
R. N.; H. M. auxiliary cruiser Ora- 
ma, Capt. John R. Serra ve, R. N.; 
and H. M. . Kent, Capt. John D. 
Allen, C. B., R. N., caught the 
Dresden near Juan Fernandes 
island, 

An action ensued and after five 
minutes’ fighting the Dresden 
hauled down its colors and dis 
played the white flag. It was much 
damaged and set on fire, and after 
it had been burning for some time 
the magazine exploded and the 
Dresden sank. 

The crew was saved, fifteen badly ä 
wounded. The Germans are being 
landed at Valparaiso. There were 
no casualties and no damage to the 
ships. tal. 

END OF LONG SEARCH. 
The destruction of the Dresden ends 
a search of two seas which bas been in 
progress on the part of the British 
“flying equadros,” aided by Japanese 
cruisers, ever since the Falkland islande

Our center comprised two armies, our left con- 
sisted of a third army reinforced to the extent of 
two army corps, a corps of cav.ilry, the reserve divi- 
sions, the British army, and the Belgian army which 
had already been engaged for the previous three 
‘weeks at Liege, Namur, and Louvain. . 

The German plan on that date was as follows: 

From seven to eight army corps and four cavalry 


divisions were endeavoring to pass between Givet and 


Brussels and even to prolong their movements more 
to the west.

The reasons for it are complex. There were in 
this affair individual and collective failures, impru- 
dences committed under the fire of the enemy, divi- 


inadequacy of certain of our troops and their leaders 
both as regards the use of infantry and artillery. 


In consequence of these lapses the enemy, turning 


to account the difficult terrain, was able to secure 
the maximum of profit from the advantages of tae 
superiority of his subaltern complements. 

Between the Sambre and Meuse. 

In spite of this defeat our maneuver had still a 
chance of success if our left and the British army 
secured a decisive result. This was, unfortunately, 
not the case. On Ang. 22, at the cost of great 
losses, the enemy succeeded in crossing the Sainbre 
and our left army fell back Aug. 24 upon Beau- 
mont-Givet, being perturbed by the belief that the 
enemy was threatening its right. 

On this same day, Aug. 24, the British army fell 


back after a German attack upon the Maubeuge- 


Valenciennes line. On Aug. 25th and 26th its retreat 
became more hurried. After Landrecies and Le 
Cateau, it fell back southward by forced marches. 


It could not from this time keep its hold until after | 


crossing the Marne. 

The rapid retreat of the English, coinciding with 
the defeat sustained in Belgian Luxembourg, al- 
lowed the enemy to cross the Meuse and accelerate, 
by fortifying it, the action of his right. 

The situation at this moment may thus be 
summed up: 

Either our frontier had to be defended on the 
spot under conditions which the British retreat 
made extremely perilous, or we had to execute a 
strategic retirement which, while delivering up to 
the enemy a part of the national soil, would permit 
us on the other hand to resume the offensive at our 
own time, with a favorable disposition of troops, 
still intact, which we had at our command. The

Henceforward, the French command devoted its

2. The extreme point of this retreat must be fixed 
in such a way that the iefendant armies should 
reach it simultaneously, ready at the moment of 
occupying it to resume the offensive all together.

French Counter Attack and Results. 

The counter attacks executed during the retreat 
were brilliant and often fruitful. On Aug. 20 we 
successfully attacked St. Quentin to disengage the 
British. army. Two other corps and a reserve di- 
vision engaged the Prussian guard and the Tenth 
German army corps, which was debouching from 


Guise. By the end of the day the enemy was 


back on the Oise and the British were freed. 

On Ang. 27 we had also succeeded in throwing 
back upon the Meuse the enemy, who was endeav- 
oring to gain a foothold on the left bank. Our suc- 
cesses continued on Aug. 28 in the woods of Marfee 
and of Jaulnay. Thanks to them, we were able 
to fall back on the Buzancy-Le Obesne-Bouvelle- 


mont line. 


Farther to the right another army took part in 
the same movement and carried out successful at- 


tacks on Aütg. 28 on the Othein and in the region

hand, the British army, forced back farther by the 


enemy, uncovered on Aug. 1 our left flank. Our 
line thus modified contained waves which had to 


be redressed before we could pass to the offensive 


To understand this it is sufficient to understand 


the situation created by the quick advance of the 


enemy on the evening of Sept. 2. A corps of cav- 
alry had crossed the Olse and advanced as far as 

Chateau Thierry. The first German army (Gen. 
von Kluck) comprising four active army corps and 
a reserve corps, had passed Compiegne. The sec- 
ond army (Gen. von Bulow), composed of three 
active army corps and two reserve corps, was reach- 
ing the Laon region. 

The Third army (Gen. von Hausen), composed of 
two active army corps and a reserve corps, had 
crossed the Aisne between the Ch&teau Porcien and 
Attigny. 

More to the east the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and 
Seventh armies—namely: twelve army corps, tour 
reserve corps, and numerous Ersats formations— 
were in contact with our troops, the Fourth and 
Fifth armies between Vouziers and Verdun and the 
others in the positions which have been indicated 
above from Verdun to the Vosges. It will, there- 
fore, be seen that our left, if we accepted battle, 
might be in great peril through the British forces 
and the new French army, operating more to the 
westward, having given way. 

A defeat in these conditions would have cut off 
our armies from Paris and from the British forces 
and at the same time from the new army which had 
been constituted to the left of the English. We 
should thus be running the risk of losing by a single 
stroke the advantage of the assistance which Russia 
later on was to furnish. 

Gen. Joffre chose resolutely for the solution which

Furthermore, the British forces gathered between 
the Seine and the Marne, flanked on their left by the 
newly created army, were closely connected with the 
rest of our forces.

For whatever hazardous thing there are spec- 
tators to see there will be men to do. No one ever 
maintained that there was any value in trick driv- 
ing of flying machines, but the marvel of just fly- 
ing exhausted the attention of people in a few 
hours. Persons who looked in astonishment ono 
day would not do more than turn their heads the 
vert. The generation is acceptive of miracles. 

Flyers seeking reputations and money had to en- 
ter the circus business. Lincoln Beachey, who was 
killed on Sunday in San Francisco, had said that 
the crowds gathered to see him to enjoy the emo- 
tion of horror. He felt that they were like the 
crowds who turned thumbs down on a gladiator. 
His willingness and skill in taking chances made 
- him the best known American aviator. Prudence 
caused him to give up trick flying, but the desire 
not to be outdone in it by other flyers brought him 
back into it. Evidently an aviator may reckon his 
expectations and be assured that if he continues 
taking. chances one chance will take him. 

An army man, learning that Beachey had been 
killed, said that the country had lost an asset. 
If we ever need the army, the army will need all 
the aviators who can be brought into the service. 
They are too valuable to be lost performing tricks 
for the amusement of crowds, but if money and | 
reputation are offered by the tricks the aviators 
will continue to o perform them.

RUSSIA AND CONSTANTINOPLE. 

George B. McClellan, now a lecturer at Princeton 
university, adds té the speculation regarding Con- 
stantinople the suggestion that the western allies 
want to make the title an escrow to discourage any 
inclination which Russia might feel toward a sepa- 
rate peace. If Russia came into early possession of 
the Mediterranean gates and found itself at last a 
Mediterranean power, with the world open to it, it 
*might reason that the war had become enddenly, 
academic and highly sentimental, 

It might give its inclination for peace an aimee 
not violently in opposition to the pledge it signed 
with Great Britain and France not to make sepa- 
rate treaties with the enemy. It might confess ex- 
haustion of men, money, and other war resources. 
Lack of ammunition is troubling the allies—we can 
only imagine what difficulties the Germanic forces 
may be having—and of the allies it is troubling * 
sia most of all. 

Speculation had just arisen that the difficulty with 
Joffre’s large reserve forces and the reason for their 
inaction was to be found in shortage of ammunition 
_ when Lord Kitchener admitted the fact in a review 

given the British house of lords. 
If France and Great Britain are suffering from 
this lack, the predicament of Russia might be ex- 
tremely serious. Aside from Russian resources, the 
Japanese factories are virtually the only available 
for Russian orders. 4

A UNIVERSITY AND POLITICS. 
The University of Wisconsin, in the liberal state 
government, was a larger factor in politics than any 
other American university ever had becothe. Wis- 
consin offered the applied professor. He was applied 
in agriculture, in railroad regulation, in nearly all 
phases of the state’s economic and political life. 

Wisconsin represented this application of expert 
opinion to issues of government, and the professor 
was as likely to be found before a committee of the 
legislature as in his study. This had all the appear- 
_ ance of a wise use of knowledge, but it brought the 
university into politics, This is not said as if it 
brought what was properly cloi8tered into what was 
. inherently vicious. It merely exposed the university 
to politics, and there need be no astonishment that 
the institution is getting a dose of it now. 

Wisconsin, following the pendulous movement of 
political bodies, has swung away from what we know 
as liberalism toward what we call, bitterly, reaction- 
ism, or, euphemistically, conservatism. The untver- 
sity, which has not swung, finds that there is a dis- 
position to check its activities, or even to punish 
it for them, 

In liberal circles the attitude of the conservatives 


is regarded as outrageous. It is a part of politics | 


which, being entered, is not easily escaped. 


A REGULATOR NOT “AN OWNER.” 
‘Tue Tune bas commented on two of the 
three interesting railroad cases recently decided by 
the United States Supreme court. The third, or the 
South Dakota lignite coal case, was deemed “a 
little one” eee 
news dispatches, Yet a consideration of the issue 
presented by it shows that it was by no means un- 
important. State legislators and railroad commis- 
sions. will find it, on the contrary, distinctly en- 
lightening. 
_ The court laid down the principle that it fs be- 
yond the power of a state to select a given com- 
_ modity or class of commodities and require the 
railroads to carry this at a loss, or at a profit too 
slight to be considered compensatory. The carrier, 
eaid the court, might realize an' adequate return on 
its entire business in the state, but that does not 
justify the legislature or its agent in ordering a 
particular line of business to be done at a loss or 
nearly at a loss. The state powers of regulation 
- large and ample, but a regulator, in the words 
Justice Hughes, is not “an owner.” An owner 


may decide to de this or that special line of busl- 


& 


| ness at a loss; the state, by virtue of its police 
power, can’t order him to do anything of this sort, 
even if he be a carrier. Any rate imposed must 
be rea sona ble, must stand on its own bottom and 
yield satisfactory compensation. | 

The state can't order bargain rates or ents par- 
ticular classes its favorites or pet aversions, even 
if the carrier “ can stand it” because of his profits 
in other directions. This decision consigna a curi- 


ous theory of regulation to the limbo of exploded 


fallacies, and as far as it goes it clears the 
atmosphere. . 


WILL you LET THEM STARVE? - 

The United Charities of Chicago has issued an 
appeal for. contributions, and it, alas! has no diffl- 
culty in proving that a serious emergency faces it 
and the city as a whole. We know how little the 
city government has done toward the relief of the 
unemployed; we know that whatever has been done 
has been done by organized charity and by generous 
individual action. Since, then, we have had to fail 
back on charity, to charity the further appeals have 
to be addressed. The time has not come to relax 
our relief efforts; the time has not come to dismiss 
the unemployed from our thoughts. Thousands of 
them—to say nothing of the sick and destitute 
mothers of small childreri—will have to be#cared 
for until the middle of May perhaps. To turn them 
away empty handed is to condemn them to literal 
starvation and exposure. The United Charities will 
be compelled to turn them away unless the public 
responds, and responds quickly.

A circular issued by the National Model License 
league seeks to correct what it describes as the 
false reports and exaggerated notious concerning 
Russia’s prohibition régime, A ‘letter from our 
consul general at Moscow, Mr. Snodgrass, accom- 
panies the circular, but that communication is 
neither complete nor up to date. 

The truth is, it is nôt easy to “straighten out“ 
the rather knotty facts about the anti-drink meas- 
ures that have been taken in the various Russias 
ot the white czar, But misconception is by no 
means limited to the side which the model license 


league by implication indicts for careless and In- 


accurate claims. ‘ 
Russian prohibition, as it is called, does not rest 


on a mere and single ukase of the autocratic em- 


peror, and it is, indeed, a fallacy to say that the 
prohibition decree is comparable to the decree of 
Peter the Great ordering the cutting of beards as 


a step toward westernization.. The whole move} 


ment for prohibition in Russia is national, liberal, 
and democratic. The czar’s first rescript on the 
drink question was elicited by petitions and agita- 
tion, by temperance work, and press propaganda. 
Even if the war had not come the ministry and the 
parliament would have taken certain moderate 
measures toward combating intemperance, but, of 
course, progress would have been slow. The great 
conflict and the national emergency. ee a 
series of strong measures, — 
These began with a military order of the com- 
mander in chief closing all the vodka shops—gov- 
ernment dispensaries—during mobilization. This 


order was so heartily and universally approved | 


that an imperial decree continued it indefinitely. 
The government vodka shops were thus closed and 
have remained closed. The sale of vodka in hotels 
and restaurants, except. those of the first class, 
was prohibited at the same time. As to beer and 
light wines, a law passed by the parliament—the 
duma and the council of state—left the regulation 
of these to the city, town, and village governments. 
Many of these have used their privilege to enforce 
strict prohibition. Others have been less drastic; 
still others have passed ordinances that are not 
very rigorously enforced. Private houses are said 
to have liberal supplies of liquor, but this applies | 
only to the rich. 
Thus it is true, in the first place, that prohfbi- 
tion does not wholly and fully prohibit even in 
Russia. It is true also that local government has 
not been overridden in Russia with reference to 
prohibition. But it ts emphatically true, despite 
skepticism and speculation, that the vodka shops 
are closed, that hotels and restaurants cannot now 
sell the national beverage, and that in many cities 
even beer and wine are to be had only at first class 
restanrants, or on orders of physicians and in fixed 
quantities. 
The government 18 losing about $1,000,000 a day 
as a result of these measures, but Russia 18 sober 
and her efficiency has increased at least 30 per cent.

T the annua! banquet of the alumni 
A of Amherst college held in New 

York the other day, at which Gov. 

Charles S. Whitman, a graduate 
along with some 800 other graduates, a 
jetter was read out from “ Lord Jeffrey,” 
dat Montreal, Sevenoaks, Kent. The 
reading of the letter followed the singing 
of the college song: 
„O, Lord Jeffrey Amherst was a soldier 

of the king, 

And he came from across the sea; 

To the Frenchman and the Indian he 
didn't do a thing 

In the wilds of this wild countree.” 

In the letter the writer, who was re- 
ferred to throughout the dinner as Lord 
Jeffrey,’ announced that his son, now 
18 years of age, had lately received his 
commission as a lieutenant in the Cold- 
stream guards and had joined his regi- 
ment at the front im France for service 
against the Germans. | 

Now, this son, who is known by one of 
his father’s minor titles, Viscount 
Holmesdale, bears the Christian name of 
Jeffrey. But the father—that is to say, 
the writer of the letter—is only figura- 
tively “Lord Jeffrey.” His Christian 
name is Hugh; his patronymic, Amherst, 
and his chief title, Earl Amherst, |

Massachusetts’ Amherst college takes 
its name from Jeffrey Amherst of River- 
head, Kent, a young Englishman who 
won his way up from an ensigncy in the 
Coldstream guards to the rank of fleld 
marshal and commander in chief of the

In 1758, after having distinguished him- 


seit at Dettingen, Fontenoy, and in the 


later campaigns of the Austrian Succes- 
sion war, he was appointed by William 
Pitt to the command of the British forces 
intrusted with the task of wresting Can- 
ada from the French. 

He seized in turn Fort Niagara, Louts- 
burg, and Montreal, Quebec being taken 
by Wolfe, and was thereupon appointed 
governor general of British North Amer- 
ica.

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Urges New Law to Protect — 
Child and Women Workers}

‘une.J—Since the present Illinois child 


labor law went into effect in 1903 either 
the secretary or a member of the boatd of 
directors of the Illinois Consumers’ league 
has been present at the Chicago prosecu- 
tion of the court cases (in their great ma- 

jority tried in Chicago) which represent 
the final administrative power of the law. 

From the point of view of the facts 

brought before the league from many 

sources in connection with this work, may 

I say something to you about the present 

situation in regard to child labor in Chi- 

cago—about our present laws concerning 
child labor and child employment and 

their administrative efficiency, and about 

the new child labor bill recently intro- 

duced by Mr. Shurtleff at Springteld? 


At present in Chicago thousands ot chil- 
dren between ‘the ages of 14 and 16 are 
out of school and out of work. , 

Chicago Commerce, the organ of the 
Association of Commerce, says: The 
increasing number of children applying 
for positions and the attending dearth of 


available openings make it impossible to 


place satisfactorily the great majority.” 
and recommends a plan for visiting the 
schools and attempting to induce the chil- 
dren not to leave them. 

The question in every one’s mind is, of 
course, what is to be done by the state for 
these many idle children between 14 and 
16 who are neither at school nor at work? 
The state now has, and has had for 
seven years, a law requiring that all IIIi- 
nois children under 16 shall be in the 
schools while these are in session, unless 
these children are engaged in some lawful 
occupation. 

Why, then, one naturally asks, does 
it happen that children under fourteen 
are kept in school with fair regularity 
under the compulsory education law, 
while children between fourteen and s- 
teen, coming under exactly the same com- 
pulsory education law and not able to 
obtain work, are not kept in school with 
fair regularity? 

The reason for this condition ls that the 
compulsory education law officers, how- 
ever conscientious, do not know when 
children leave their industrial employ- 
ment, and have no effectual means of 
obtaining this information, as the com- 
pulsory education measure has to be 
enforced as a school attendance act, and 
not as a labor law. 


The new (Shurtleff) e child labor measure, 
placing the age at which children may be 
industrially employed at sixteen, is 
needed to give our present compulsory 
education law practical administrative 
power. 

Unless this new child labor law is 
passed, the public condition in regard to 
state control in schools, of drifting chil- 
dren between fourteen and sixteen, will 
remain just as it is now. 

Without the force of a valid, legal com- 
pulsion behind it, every proposed measure 
for relief of the present school situation 
by any kind of vocational provision 
will be, as the commercial club report 
on vocational education says, “a blank 
cartridge.” |

Henry Russell, director of the Bos- 
ton Opera company, arrived today 

_ from Paris on the Adriatic with de- 

talls of the founding of the Inter- 

national Academy of Opera in that city, 
mention of which was made recently, 

Otto H. Kahn, chairman of the boar@of 
directors of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, Mr. Russell. and others prominently 
associated with musical affairs in this 
country. wit’ immediately set about the 
formation of a committee in New York 
and other cities of this country to raise 
funds for scholarships for promising sing- 
ers. The scholarships will be $5,000. Mr. 
‘Kahn has signified his intention of start- 
ing the work here by beginning the sub- 
scriptions. 

Mr, Russell explained tonight what the 
International Academy of Opera intends 
to do. He is to be the director of the 
opera house, and Jean De Reszke will be 
the director of the academy branch of the 
+ undertaking. 

“This academy of opera,” Mr. Russell 
gad. has been created and endowed 
principally for the following purposes: 

First To instruct and finish qualified 
students of singing in every branch of 
operatic art. 

“Second—To provide for the main- 
tenance of students during their studies. 

“ Third—To organize debuts and public 
appearances for students when they are 
proficient. 

: Fourth—To edit, publish, and pro- 
duce from time to time new operas by 
young and unknown composers. 

“ Fiftth—To encourage and discover 
artists who design scenery and costumes 
of an original and distinctive character; 
also tod develop new methods of stage 
lighting, stage en. and milse-en- 
— 

The ane which has been chosen 
for the International Academy of Opera is 
the Theatre des Champs Elysées. The 
founding of this academy constitutes one 
of the most important educational events 
in the history of muse. Although there 
are famous musical schools and con- 
servatories all over the world, there is no 
recognized institution where operatic 
aftiste can complete their education and 
take part in public. performances in a 
first class opera house.“

A $5,000 scholarship entitles the holder 
not only to a complete course of instruc- 
tion but. to a public debut in the opera 
house, with a minimum of eight appear- 
ances, in roles suitable to his or her 
talents, with maintenance during the one 
or two years of study and a steamship 
ticket from New York to Paris.

“DON'T SEEK PRIZES, THEN.” 


Never Was such an ado in Chicago’s 
rtist io world as. yesterday. 

The Art institute awoke with a start 
early in the day to find itself the battle 
field of the fight between the palette and 
the purse, Not only were art and gold 
engaged in fierce, encounter, but what 
was worse, art was found divided against 
itself. While artists and sculptors girded 


jon their weapons and chose sides, brush 


and chisel were forgotten. 

The cause of it all was the letter of 
protest of fifteen artists against the 
method of awarding the Municipal Art 
league prizes to pictures painted by Chi- 
cago artists. The letter to the directors 
of the Art institute was printed in Tun 
TRIBUNB. 


Protest Jury of Laity. 
The protesting artists declared that a 
jury of laymen wae not fit to judge which 
pictures ought to be awarded prizes, even 
though those laymen, the members of the 


Others of the artists came back with the 
reply that the donors of the prizes ought 
to select the prize winners, and declared 


Some of the members of the art 
declared that if the artists didnt want 
their prizes, they did not need to try for 
them. 

The Municipal Art league is affiliated 
with the women's clubs ofthecity. Many 
of these annually give specimens of the 
work of Chicago artists to the city. 


Institute Officials Worried. 

The officials of the Art institute were 
worrted by the strife because they feared 
the art league might put an end to its 
award éf prizes to Chicago artists and 
prevent the presentation of paintings to 
the institute. 

Wellington J. Reynolds, a leading artist 
and an instructor of the institute, took the 
| part of the insurgent who were 
headed by Lawton Parker. - 

“It is absurd to let a group of young 
women at an afternoon tea decide which 
paintings shall be honored with prizes,” 
he said. “ They mean well, but they are 
gad critics, Every one’s laughing at the 
collection of paintings selected by the 
Municipal Art league. Artists are the 
only ones who can make good judges of 
art. The women ought to be glad to let 
competent judges award the prizes they 


give.” 

Norton Decries Revolt. 
J. W. Norton, a leader of the opposition, 
and also an instructor at the institute, 
said: 

The protest of come artists regarding 
the present system of awarding prises 
would seem to indicate that the awarding 
of prizes at all was of some importance 
to the artist. If the attachment of a 
medal by one of these committees is nec- 
essarily a stigma, as it must be if the 
protesting artists are right—how much 
more repulsive must be the le of a 
sold tag on a picture whi the painter 
had considred good. 

“It would seem to me that in the pres- 
ent system the great good lies in the fact 
that the public demonstrates an active 


Interest and through exercising selective 


judgment educates itself.” 

“If the Chicago artists do not like us 
to select pictures of their making,” said 
Mrs. Wimnmam F. Grower, vice president 
of the art league, I am sure we can go 


they don’t want to.” 

Newton H. Carpenter, director of the 
art institute, said he never saw an art 
jury system which satisfied every one. 
He added that it would bea “ handsome 
thing if the Municipal Art league would 
allow the artists’ jury to bestow the 
prizes.”

“The disin- 
fectant we use is a mixture of perman- 
ganate of potassium and paraformalde- 
hyde. When water is put with it it 
forms gas. If it is shaken up it takes 
fire. In this instance some of it was put 
in a tight jar which may have been wet. 
The jolting of the suitcase was sufficient 
to start the gas going and cause the ex- 
plosion and the fire.”
